The first section — Using The New Print Shop in the 
Classroom — contains detailed lesson plans arranged by 
subject area. These plans will give you ideas for using 
the unique capabilities of the Print Shop to enhance your 
classroom teaching. Since Print Shop can be used by 
students of all grade and ability levels, the lessons are 
designed to suit a wide variety of circumstances and 
classroom environments. You can try them out, then 
build upon and modify them to suit your own teaching 
style and needs. 


The second section — Using The New Print Shop Around 
the School — gives practical suggestions for general 
school use of Print Shop to make communications easier, 
give a boost to school spirit, and help in fund-raising and 
community service.

USING THE NEW PRINT SHOP 


This guide is not intended to replace the reference 
manual that comes with The New Print Shop, The IBM/ 
Tandy New Print Shop Companion program or The Print 
Shop Companion for the Apple Ics. For details on how 
to operate the programs, consult the appropriate refer- 
ence manual. The following are some suggestions for 
using Print Shop in a variety of different classroom 
computer environments. 


In the Classroom 
Familiarize your students with Print Shop by conducting 
a whole-class demonstration. You could use the “Quick 


Start” tutorial included in the Reference Manual as a 
basis for your demonstration. Get students involved 


Getting Started 


through discussion and by enlisting their help at the 
computer. In this way, most questions will arise when 
students are together, rather that when they are working 
independently. If possible use a large screen monitor for 
your demonstration, or employ an RF modulator (with 
an Apple computer) to turn your school’s TV into a 
computer screen. 


For the most effective use of time, have two or three 
students work together at the computer. Experiment with 
pairing students in a variety of ways. For example, pair 
an enthusiastic student with a less motivated student. 
You may want to assign roles, such as computer opera- 
tor, proof reader, researcher, and so on. Have students 
rotate roles so that each gets a chance to perform a 
variety of tasks. Structure time at the computer so that 
each partner gets a turn. Arrange chairs so that all 
partners can share the keyboard easily. 


Schedule students at the computer to ensure equitable 
access. Prepare a flexible schedule with a checklist so 
that each student can have a turn. Student or teacher 
aides can monitor the schedule once it is established. 


Use the Print Shop to design cue cards and reference 
sheets with clear, simple instructions for using the 
program and for general computer use. Make copies for 
each computer station. These can be laminated for longer 
use. Also copy the graphics reference cards which come 
with Print Shop products. Then students can easily refer 
to graphics names when making graphics selections. 


Use peer tutors to help with instruction. These students 
can be trained to help their classmates and troubleshoot 
problems. Training a student who’s not a “computer 
whiz” to serve as a Print Shop expert could do wonders 
for the student’s self esteem. 


Recruit parent volunteers to help with computer use 
before and after school, as well as during class and 
recess. Older students and other adults may also heip and 
serve as positive role models. 


In the Media Center or Library 


—_ 


Give clear instructions to the whole class prior to 
students’ on-line time. If possible, use a large monitor to 
demonstrate the procedures students should follow to 
complete their assignments at the computer. 


Again, scheduling is essential to ensure that all students 
get equal time at the computer. Many of the suggestions 
for use of the computer in the classroom, apply here as 
well — especially the use of reference cards, peer tutors 
and volunteers to help students work with the program. 


Computers should be in full view of the librarian or 
media specialist. 


In the Computer Lab 


Save time when your whole class visits a lab to use The 
New Print Shop by having an assistant start up the 
program so that the computers are ready to use when the 
students arrive. If this isn’t possible, have Print Shop 
disks available at each computer and give your students 
clear instructions for starting the program. Post cue cards 
and reference sheets at each computer station for stu- 
dents to consult as they work. 


Have off-line work or extension activities ready for 
those who finish early. You might want to use these 
quicker students as peer tutors. Some students may need 
to schedule additional time to complete unfinished work. 
Be sure everyone gets a chance, whether during the class 
period or later, to complete his or her New Print Shop 
project. 


A computer lab is an exciting place and students can 
easily become noisy and rambunctious. It’s a good idea 


to have a specific technique for getting students’ atten- 
tion and calling them to order. Let students help you to 
find an agreed-upon cue.

Computers on Portable Carts 

If your school has portable computers, they will proba- 

bly be used in your classroom so the preceding sugges- 

tions for in-classroom computer use will apply. Be sure 
to consult with other faculty members to set up a sched- 
ule for portable computer use. 


Rely on your students to help you monitor schedules and 
prepare the computers for use in the classroom. Check 
your school district’s regulations pertaining to students 
moving the computers. Remember that moving heavy 
equipment on carts can be dangerous. 


Make sure your school purchases sturdy, well-made 
carts for moving the computers. Set up a security system 
that includes a central storage area for the computers, a 
separate storage area for software, locks and/or alarm 
systems, and insurance.

Extensions 

Have each student complete a coloring page identified 
with a different letter of the alphabet. Make sure each 
artist’s name is included on his or her page. Collect the 
pages and bind them together for a special classroom 
“Alphabet Coloring Book.” Over a longer period of 
time, each student can complete a coloring page for each 
letter of the alphabet. Bind these pages together and 
display each student’s unique Alphabet Book in a 
classroom library collection. Students can then share 
their unique books and “read” aloud to fellow class- 
mates. 


Have students assist you at the computer in designing 
their own personalized coloring pages or the cover pages 
for their coloring books. 


Older students can make their own coloring pages and 
include complete sentences on each page to go along 
with the graphic design.

Laminate or back the cards with sturdy posterboard. 


Using the New Print Shop In the Classroom 


You may prepare the cards for use in a variety of ways. 
One way is to glue small strips of felt to the back of each 
card and stick the cards on a flannel board, allowing the 
student to match words and pictures. Another method is 
to punch holes in the cards and assemble all the graphics 
on one closure ring and all the words on another ring. 
Make sure the cards can be turned freely and that they 
are assembled randomly. The student can 

then turn to a graphic on one ring and search for 
the matching word on the other ring. 


Procedure 

These graphic and word cards can be 
integrated into class activities in many 
different ways, depending on how they 
are assembled and how students are 
grouped. The cards can be used over and 
over again in flannel-board activities 
with the whole class, in individualized 
instruction settings or with small groups. 
They are particularly useful for reinforc- 
ing foreign language vocabulary. 


Extensions 

If you are working with students on an individual basis, 
you can give them a word card after they have matched 
it correctly on three different occasions. These cards can 
then be filed in the student’s personal word bank to form 
a collection of his or her newly acquired vocabulary 
words. The corresponding graphic can also be given to 
the student at this time — as a reward for a job well done.

Procedure 

Introduce the activity and then pass out the Creative 
Writing Greeting Cards. Tell students where you would 
like them to write their responses. You may want to give 
them art materials to color in the graphic design when 
they are finished with their writing. Have students share 
their responses with the rest of the class. 


Extensions 

The students’ responses can be expanded upon by 
developing a skit or miniplay based on their stories, by 
developing art projects (e.g., murals, collages, draw- 
ings), or doing further research on the topic of the story 
or essay. 


This same exercise can be modified for use with high 
school speech and drama students. In both cases, the 
greeting card could be used as a starting point for an 
improvised performance. To make things more fun, you 
could have students pick from a grab-bag full of greeting 
cards, each with a different improvisation assignment.

Encourage creativity in 
selecting or designing graphics for the front of the card. 
Have students use the inside of the card to write a 
message that takes the famous person’s achievements 
into consideration. For example, they could select a 


“light bulb” graphic to design a card for Thomas Edison. 


The front of the card might say, “Happy Birthday 
Thomas Edison” and the inside might say, “Thank you 
for inventing the light bulb” and go on to mention some 
of Edison’s other achievements. 
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Extensions 

Have students share their finished cards with the class. 
Students could design birthday cards for a mystery 
person from the past using appropriate graphics and a 
message that best represents the person’s claim to fame. 
Include the person’s birthdate, but not his or her name. 
The rest of the class must then try to guess for whom the 
card is meant. 


Students can use Print Shop’s full panel black and white 
certificate graphic, or the “Sign or Poster” mode to 
design an award certificate for a famous historical figure, 
featuring his or her most important contribution. Certifi- 
cates could be made for artists, athletes, scientists, or any 
other figures students admire.

Description 

Students form campaign agencies and create materials 
for the election of a political figure in history. This 
figure can be from any country in the world and from 
any time in history. The campaign can be based on an 
actual election (e.g., Thomas Jefferson running for 
president) or an imaginary one (e.g. Martin Luther King 
running for president). 


Preparation 

Arrange students in groups of four or five and have each 
group choose the candidate it wants to represent in an 
election. The group uses history books and encyclope- 
dias to research the candidate. Other good sources of 
information are films and videos on the person in 
question. 


Procedure 

Students use the Print Shop to create campaign materials 
such as banners, posters and signs for their client’s 
campaign. The Companion can be used to create 
information sheets and press releases detailing the 
candidate’s position on major issues of the day. 


Students use these campaign materials to present 

their candidate to the class. One member of the 
group may portray the candidate and give a 
speech to the class. 


Extensions 

A mock election could be held with each 
group representing a different candidate. 
The office could be real or imaginary 
(e.g., president of the world). The whole 
class, or perhaps the entire school, could 
vote for the candidate of their choice. 


A mock press conference could be held, with one 
member of the group portraying the candidate and others 
portraying his or her press secretary and aides. Other 
class members could portray reporters questioning the 
candidate. In preparation, the class could view videos of 
real political press conferences. 


High school civics classes conducting a mock congress 
assignment could use Print Shop materials in their 
leadership campaigns. Students in civics classes follow- 
ing an actual election could create election materials for 
the candidate of their choice, coining new slogans and. 
raising new campaign themes.

Description 
Students create an ad campaign to attract tourists to a 
particular country. 


Preparation 

Arrange students in groups of four or five. Each group 
represents an ad agency. The group is to choose a 
country (or is assigned a country by the teacher) that 
wants to hire the agency for an advertising campaign. 
This country has realized that their economy depends on 
tourism. Therefore, they are hiring the agency to 
develop a campaign that will attract more tourists to their 
country. 


Procedure 
Students research the country and then use the New Print 
Shop to design two or three posters or banners to attract 


tourists. Students need to keep in mind not only the 
geographical features of the country, but cultural aspects 
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as well. The Print Shop Companion’s Page Publisher 
feature can be used to create flyers that discuss the 
country’s attractions in greater detail. The Print Shop 
Companion can also be used to create original graphics 
or to import them from other paint programs. 


Extensions 

All the groups representing ad agencies could be given 
the same country. The agencies could then develop their 
materials and compete for the account. Each agency 
could make a presentation to the class and argue why its 
company should be chosen for the job. 


The same approach could be used to create a campaign 
for a particular cause, such as saving the rain forests or 
protecting an endangered species. Students could 
research the subject and make posters designed to get 
their point across. They could use The Print Shop 
Companion’s Page Publisher feature to create a newspa- 
per ad which presents their position in detail and sug- 
gests actions readers can take to help.

Preparation 

Decide what period in history the calendar will cover. 
(Note that if you are using the IBM version of Print 
Shop, calendars can be printed for the years 1900 to 
1999 only.) Have students — either alone or in groups — 
research that period in history, concentrating on when 
key events occurred. You may want students to create 
more than one calendar so they can chart developments 
over a period of months. For younger grades, it may be 
best to do this as a class project. 


Procedure 

Students use Print Shop’s “Calendar” feature to produce 
a calendar for the month(s) in question. Important days 
should be marked with appropriate text and graphics . 
The calendar can be given a name and other messages 
can be printed. For example, a calendar for July, 1776 
might be titled “Birth of a Nation.” Graphics or an 
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Have students create a calendar for a month in the 
future. This could be part of a unit on environmental 
awareness, world peace, economics, or political 
science. Students visualize what events might 
occur and place them on the calendar. 


Have students research the month 
and year of their own birth. They 
can then create a birthday calendar, 
marking their own birth plus impor- 
tant events that occurred, in various 
fields, during that month in time.

Arrange students in small groups. Have each group 
choose an important day in history for which they will 
produce a newspaper.

Files of actual newspapers for that day can also be 
consulted. 


Procedure 
Using Print Shop Companion’s Page Publisher feature, 
students produce a newspaper for the day they have 


chosen. The paper can be one or several pages in length. 


In addition to historical events, students may want to 
include such typical newspaper items as: a letters to the 
editor column, an advice to the lovelorn column, adver- 


tisements and classifieds. Any items included should be

written in a way appropriate to the historical period in 
question. 


Extensions 

As an individual assignment to enhance self-esteem as 
well as furthering research and writing skills, have each 
student create a newspaper for the day 
of his or her birth. The paper can 
include important events that occurred 
on that day, as well as interviews with 
the proud parents and grandparents of 
the new baby. 


Have students create a newspaper for an 
important, imaginary day in the future. 
For example, the day world peace 
breaks out, or the day contact is made 
with beings from another galaxy.

Preparation 

To create a set of Number Matching Pages, choose a 
number of New and/or Original Print Shop graphics that 
appeal to your students. You may want to have the 
students vote on the graphics they like best. Using Print 
Shop’s “Sign or Poster” mode and small-sized graphics, 
print a series of sheets with one graphic on one page, 
two on the next and so on until you have printed ten 
pages. You can use the same graphic throughout or vary 
the graphics from page to page. Next, print ten sheets 
with large, outlined numerals, ranging from one 
through 10. 


You may want to glue or photocopy the pages onto 
sturdy card stock or laminate them for longer use. 


Procedure 

Have students count the graphics on a graphics page and 
then match the page to the appropriate numeral page. 
You can use this numeral matching game throughout the 
year to teach new concepts, such as adding and subtract- 
ing, as well as to reinforce newly acquired skills. 


f Extensions 

When songs or games that refer to numbers are 

used in a class activity, hold up the appropriate 

numeral or graphic page when the numeral is 
sung or spoken. This visual association will 

reinforce auditory learning. 


Show students one of the numeral pages and ask 
them to find that number of small objects in the 
classroom. Have them bring the objects to a table and 
check their answer by placing one of their objects over 
each graphic on the corresponding graphics page.

“Sign or Poster” mode, create a series of three signs with 
the same graphic printed small, medium, and large. 

Glue or photocopy the pages onto sturdy card stock or 
laminate them for longer use. 


Procedure 

Students can use the big, bigger, biggest cards ina 
variety of ways depending on how they (the students) are 
grouped and on the initial introduction of the concept. 
Take advantage of practice with object sequencing in 
many different situations (e.g., during circle time or with 
students working in pairs or independently). 


Extensions 
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Let students choose their favorite graphics for their own 
sets of big, bigger, biggest cards to color and take home. 
They can work with you at the computer to select the 
graphic, choose the options, and print out the results. 


Reinforce the concept of object sequencing by having 
students organize objects in the room according to size. 


Use the “Select Size” option in Print Shop’s “Greeting 
Card” mode to make a series of small, smaller, smallest 
greeting cards, Engage your students imagination, and 
reinforce the concept, by asking them what animals they 
might send the greeting cards to (e.g., a small card to a 
dog, a smaller card to a rabbit, and the smallest card to a 
mouse). Students could help you create appropriately 
sized greeting cards for these animals complete with 
suitable graphics and messages.

Use Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster” mode to create a 
worksheet with four graphics, three of which can be 
classified together and a fourth which does not fit (e.g., 
three animals and an airplane). Make a copy for each 
student. 


Procedure 

As part of a lesson on relationships, hand out the Things 
That Go Together worksheets. Ask students to decide 
which of the four pictures does not belong with the other 
three. They can either mark the one that is out of place 
with an “X” or draw a circle around it. This activity may 
be preceded or followed by hands-on practice with 
object classification. You may want to create a number 
of different worksheets that can be gathered together in a 
book for students to keep. 


Extensions 

As part of a whole-class circle game, students can bring 
a number of objects from home, all but one of which fit 
into the same category. The rest of the class tries to 
identify the object that doesn’t belong. 


More advanced variations on the theme include: 
designing a page with three out of four pictures 
starting with the same letter, ending with the same 
letter, or rhyming. 


For practice in math, addition or subtraction 
equations with three out of four having the 
same answer may be used.

Using Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster” mode, you or your 
students create a reference card with LOGO commands 
that the class may need to be reminded of. Use whatever 
graphics you want. 


Print out the design in a one-sheet version, making 
enough copies for all of your students. If you want, you 
can also print the design in a multiple sheet version so 
that you have a large-sized poster to hang on the class- 
room wall. 


Procedure 

Give each student a LOGO Cue Card to reference as he 
or she works with a LOGO program. You may want to 
laminate cue cards that are to be used over and over. 
Keep them in a cue card file that students can consult as 
necessary.

You can create LOGO Cue Cards as assigned work, with 
specific LOGO commands to be entered into the com- 
puter by your students (e.g., FD 40 RT 90). 
Students can hand in either a printout or the 
name of the geometric shape created using 
the Cue Card. 


Design LOGO Cue Cards with com- 
mands out of sequence and ask your 
students to order them correctly to give 
a specific result (e.g., square).

If the 
graphics they want are not available, they can edit 
existing graphics or create their own using the Compan- 
ion. In conjunction with this exercise, you may want to 
lead a discussion on the value of computers as graphics 
tools. You may also want to discuss the value of a lab 
notebook. 


Procedure 

Using Print Shop’s “Letterhead” feature, students create 
a letterhead design to be used on personalized notebook 
paper. The design can include the student’s name, 
classroom, and the subject, accompanied by appropriate 


graphics. 


Students print the design on plain, lined or graph paper 
depending upon their needs. If time at the printer is 
limited, a photocopy machine can be used to make 
multiple copies on the appropriate type of paper. Stu- 
dents can use the sheets they’ve designed for class 
assignments and homework, or assemble them in a 
binder to be used as a permanent lab notebook. 


Extensions 

Students can use Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster” mode to 
create paper with an appropriate border, rather than a 
letterhead, to use in their math and science notebooks. 
They can use the Companion’s “Border Editor” to 
design their own original borders, if they wish. 


Thematic letterhead and border paper can be designed 
and used for subjects other than science and math. 
Students can create designs for general use as well as 
designs for a particular story or essay. 


Students can use Print Shop’s “Quick Print” feature to 
print out individual graphics and text. They can then cut 
and paste these onto diagrams, maps, charts and graphs 
that they are using to illustrate science experiments or 
other class projects.

As an option, students may color in the text and graphics 
on their signs. Have each student share his or her

Extensions 

Many discussions can come out of the sharing portion of 
this activity. Appreciation of cultural and individual 
diversity can be touched upon. Interest groups can be 
formed. 


If you use the activity as a beginning of the year “ice 
breaker” you may want to repeat the activity mid-year to 
give students a chance to change their descriptions of 
themselves. At this point you might have students work 
in pairs to create signs both for themselves and for each 
other. Conduct a class discussion on how we perceive 
ourselves and how we are perceived by others.

Discuss the concept of goals and the 
importance of setting them. 


Procedure 

Each month, assign a small group of students the task of 
creating a monthly calendar for the class using Print 
Shop’s “Calendar” mode. The group can choose appro- 
priate graphics for the calendar and mark important days. 
Have students print the calendar in a large size. Hang it 
in the classroom where everyone can see it. 


Each week have students design and print weekly calen- 
dars for themselves, noting such things as when assign- 
ments are due or tests are to be given. Students can 
choose graphics that express their personality and print a 
title including their name at the top (e.g., Jessica’s Week,

If access to computers is limited, you may want to assign 
the task of creating weekly calendars to a small group of 
students. Or you could have the class as a whole design 
acalendar. Print copies of the weekly calendar for every 
class member. (Note: If you are using the IBM version 
of The New Print Shop, you can use the “Name File” 
feature to personalize the calendars with your students’ 
names.) 


Extensions 

Students can use their weekly calendars to set daily goals 
or note daily accomplishments. You could allow time at 
the beginning of class for students to list on their calen- 
dars one or two things that they hope to accomplish that 
day. At the end of the day allow time for them to check 
their calendars to see if they have met those goals and to 
note other things they have accomplished. 


Student government leaders can use weekly and monthly 
calendars to schedule Student Council meetings and to 
set goals and timelines for student body projects.

Welcome Banners 


Welcome parents, new students in September, visiting 
authors, and other guests to your school with eye- 
catching Print Shop banners. Print Shop’s vertical 
banners can be hung from columns or alongside a door. 
You may want to have your students autograph a banner 
made for a special guest so he or she can take it home as 
a memento. 


Thank You Notes 


Students can use Print Shop’s “Greeting Card” mode to 
create thank you notes for special guests who have 
visited their class. Student body officers can thank 
students and teachers who participate in class and 
student body activities. Getting a chance to choose from 
Print Shop’s wide variety of borders, graphics, and fonts 
makes saying thanks a treat rather than a chore. 


Invitations 


Create striking, professional-looking invitations for 
school events with Print Shop. Your invitations can take 
the form of a greeting card, printed in a variety of 
different sizes, a letter on stationery specially designed 
with Print Shop. The Companion’s Envelope Maker can 
also be used to design envelopes for your invitations. 


Note that if you are using the IBM version of The New 
Print Shop, you can use the “Name File” feature to 
automatically insert names into your invitations. 


Newsletters 


The IBM/Tandy New Print Shop Companion’s Page 
Publisher feature lets you create great looking newslet- 
ters quickly and easily. You can use newsletters to send 
class news home to parents or to keep parents, students 


and faculty up to date on the activities of school groups, 
such as the band or sports teams. You might even want 
to produce a weekly or monthly faculty newsletter with 
information of interest to faculty and staff. 


Faculty Calendars 


Create large-size Print Shop calendars — monthly, 
weekly, or even daily — to hang in the faculty lounge. 
Important events can be noted and significant dates 
marked. The large-size calendars provide plenty of 
space for changes in scheduling, sign-ups, and so on. 


Teachers can create similar calendars for their class- 
rooms. Small-size calendars, with important school 
dates marked, can be sent home to parents. 


Large Posters 


The New Print Shop allows you to create posters up to 
10 by 10 sheets of paper in size. Possibilities for using 
these large-size posters are nearly endless. For example, 
you could make posters of varying sizes to mark class- 
room activity centers, to advertise fund drives and school 
events, or to create holiday bulletin boards. A 10 by 10 
sheet poster could even be used as a backdrop for a 
classroom play! 


Labels 


Print Shop’s “Quick Print” feature allows you to print 
out individual Print Shop graphics and text. You can 
use Quick Print and gummed label paper to create labels 
for just about anything in your school. Mark lab equip- 
ment and supplies, create nameplates for books. You 
could even make stickers with favorite graphics to 
reward students for good work. 
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Award Certificates 


Use Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster” mode to create special 
certificates for every occasion. Print Shop’s full-panel 
graphics make designing certificates easy. Print out one 
for every member of a team. If you are using the IBM 
version of The New Print Shop, you can make things 
even simpler by using the Name File feature to insert 
each team member’s name. 


T-Shirts 


Use Print Shop’s “Print Backwards” feature and a 
specialheat transfer ribbon to create iron-on transfers for 
school, class or team T-shirts — an ideal way to boost 
school spirit. You could have a class or school-wide 
contest for designing the logo to be used on the T-shirts. 
Students can use Print Shop Companion’s graphic and 
font editors to create a truly unique design. 
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School Spirit 


School Bus Banners 


Decorate your school bus when you go on a field trip or 
to a sports event with a giant Print Shop Banner. Print 
Shop’s double-width banners with two lines of text are 
just what you need to let everyone know who’s coming. 


Marching Signs 


Create Print Shop signs, printed in large sizes, to use as 
marching signs for a parade or other school event. 
Simply design a sign with whatever graphics and text 
you want and then print it in two by two, or three by 
three sheet size. Assemble the sheets and glue them to 
sturdy poster board. Add a wooden handle and you’re 
ready to go. 


Community Service 


Community Awareness 


Make your school and community aware of social ser- 
vices, such as a local Food Bank or a Toys 

for Tots program, by using Print Shop to create handouts 
with names, addresses and phone numbers of relevant 
services. Community awareness posters could also be 
created and displayed around town or school. 


In addition, students could research community programs 
and use the Companion to produce a flyer describing the 
needs of the program and how people can go about 
donating or volunteering services. 


Sign-up Sheets 


Use Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster” mode to create sign-up 
forms for blood donations, food donations, or other 
volunteer services. 


The Companion’s Envelope Maker could be used to 
create specially designed envelopes for cash donations. 


Outreach Cards 


Have students reach out to the community by creating 
Print Shop cards to send to elderly people in a convales- 
cent home or children on a hospital ward. The cards 
could be designed to celebrate a particular holiday or 
simply to say “We care.” 


Students can use Print Shop to create other outreach 
items, as well. Such things as placemats for the local 
Meals on Wheels program, or coloring books and 
puzzles for children in day care centers or hospitals 
would make welcome contributions. 
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School Cookbook 


Collect favorite recipes from teachers, students and 
parents to publish in a school cookbook made with Print 
Shop. You can use the Companion to design recipe 
pages with graphics and text. Pages can be photocopied 
at full or reduced size at a local quick print shop. Use 
Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster” mode to design a decora- 
tive cover which can be laminated or photocopied onto 
card stock. Assemble the cookbooks and sell to raise 
funds for a worthy school project. 


Stationery Store 


Create a variety of Print Shop-produced stationery 
products to sell in a school store or at a school bazaar. 
These could include: 


@ Greeting Card collections (holiday, thank 
you, birthday, anniversary, get well, etc.) sold singly 
or in boxes. Notepads designed with the “Sign or 
Poster” mode and reduced and assembled at a quick 
print shop. 


@ Letterhead which customers select from samples and 
order personalized with their names and addresses. 
The Companion’s Envelope Maker can be used to 
produce matching envelopes. 


@ Wrapping paper created by designing a New Print 
Shop sign with an overall tile pattern. Color printing 
is especially effective. 


School Year Calendar 


Design a school year calendar using Print Shop’s “Cal- 
endar” feature. Create a calendar for each month with 
school holidays, shortened days, and important school 
events marked. Use Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster’ mode 
to create a cover. You may want to include a page of 
important school information, such as names of faculty 
members, school phone numbers, rules regarding

absences, tardiness, lunch money and so on. Offer the 
calendar for sale to parents at the beginning of the school 
year. 


T-shirts and Scarves 


Use Print Shop’s “Print Backwards” feature and a 
special heat transfer ribbon to create iron-on transfers for 
T-shirts and scarves. Transfers can be used for a other 
cloth products as well. Sell Print Shop designed T- 
shirts, scarves, towels, aprons and such at a school 
bazaar. 


Buttons and Badges 


Create campaign-style buttons and badges with catchy 
sayings and appealing Print Shop graphics. Use the 
“Quick Print” feature or the “Sign” or “Greeting Card” 
modes to print out the text and graphics you want. Cut 
out and assemble, using a button-making machine. 


Words of Wisdom 


Collect mottos and sayings, bits of poetry and folk 
wisdom. Use the Print Shop’s “Sign or Poster” 

mode to print out these sayings in decorative fonts, 
accompanied by appropriate borders and graphics. 
Frame or mount your creations ready for hanging and 
sell at a school bazaar. Use color printing or add your 
own colorful touches with crayon or paint.
